The Town team was the largest - and raised over $2,100 for Heart & Stroke, money that will go towards the installation of Automated External 
Defibrillators in public buildings throughout the area. 

The ride was temporarily suspended just as Team #2, Century 21 Heritage Group Realty, started pedalling. Wild weather, and a mini-twister that kicked up 
dust as it tracked from the 8th Line southward, forced everyone to take shelter, until the storm passed. Then the Big Bike headed back out on the road, 
with a police escort. Organizers with the Foundation are hoping that the Bradford event will raise over $10,000 for Heart & Stroke programs, education

Barrie Police notified 
South Simcoe officers of a 
possible impaired driver, 
on June 15 at 9:45 p.m., 
who had just left a bar in 
Barrie.

On June 13, the dream 
came true for invited guests, 
including local politicians 
and media representatives, 
as the South Simcoe Police 
unveiled their new Ford Police 
Interceptors. 

The Interceptors replace 
the Crown Victorias, long 
associated with policing. The 
Crown Victoria model is being 
retired; the new Interceptors 
are sleeker, easier to handle, 
more gas-efficient - without 
yielding anything in power or 
endurance. 

The launch, organized with 
help from Ford Canada, 
leasing company TLS Fleet 
Management Services and 
local suppliers of police 
equipment, took place at Sunset 
International Speedway in 
Innisfil, and after hearing a 
brief history of police vehicles 
through the decades, guests 
were allowed to get behind the 
wheel, and drive laps around 
the one-third mile oval track - 
fast! No sirens, though. 

South Simcoe Police took 
delivery of two of the new Ford 



Police Interceptors - a sedan, 
and a Utility Vehicle - and 
invited other police services 
and dignitaries to try them out, 
and talk with representatives of 
Ford, Panasonic Canada, D & 

R Electronics and equipment 
suppliers. 

Staff Sgt. Steve Wilson noted 
that the Crown Vic has been in 
service since 1997. “It’s tried, 
tested and true - but it’s time to 
move forward.” 

South Simcoe Police Chief 
Rick Beazley summed up 
the old cruisers as “up- 
horsepowered family cars,” built 
with heavy-duty suspensions 
and transmissions, and usually.

rear wheel drive - to be able to power 
“two 200 pound officers in full gear 
at... highway speeds, in a straight 
line." The cars may not have been 
good on turns, but the V8 engine 
was a reliable power plant for a “big 
beast” of a vehicle. 

While the performance of the 
Crown Victoria “set a benchmark 
for the new vehicles," said Dave 
Shutdeworth, Assistant Product 
Marketing Manager with Ford 
Canada - such as the ability to 
absorb a rear-end collision of 120 
kmph - the new Police Interceptors 
go far beyond. 

“We’ve moved away from a V-8. All 
our vehicles are V-6” - powerful, but 
gas-efficient, Shutdeworth said. The 
Interceptor is 25% more efficient 
in city and highway driving, 35% 
more efficient when idling. Wheels, 
suspension, cooling system, battery, 
are all “heavy duty;" All-Wheel Drive 
is standard, and the parts on both 
models are interchangeable. 

“It’s significandy different from 
anything else we’ve produced,” he 
said - put together in consultation 
with a Police Advisory Committee, 
to meet the exacting demands of 
policing. 

The Interceptors also have upgraded 
technology - including on-board 


Sgt. WilsonpraisedbothFord Canada 
and TLS Fleet Management, for 
providing “considerable concessions 
and discounts” that, so far, have saved 
the service close to $108,000. 

With about 20-frontline vehicles, 
“this could be a solution,’’ to improve 
cost-effectiveness, Wilson said. The 
Utility Vehicle will eventually replace 
the Chev Tahoes, currently leased for 
specialized units like K-9, while the 
sedan will replace the fleet’s Crown 
Victorias, as they come off-lease. 

He estimated that the Service will 
be switched over to the Ford Police 
Interceptor models within 3 years. 

“We are actively looking for ways to 
be more effective and efficient,” said 
Chief Beazley. “Our partnership with 
TLS Fleet Management is just one 
example.”

More than just thanks, at Southlake Regional 



Southlake Regional Health Centre 
in Newmarket wanted to say 'thank 
you' to those who contributed to 
the Stronach Regional Cancer Care 
Centre. For the past 27 months, the 
Centre has been providing state-of- 
the-art cancer treatment and care 
close to home for residents of York 
Region and South Simcoe. 

But organizers wanted it to be 
more than the usual evening of 
thanks - they wanted donors 
to truly understand that their 
contributions have made a 
difference in the lives of others. 

That’s why, from the 


entertainment to the unveiling 
of the donor plaques on June 14, 
the focus was on those whom the 
Cancer Care Centre has helped. 

The evening started with a 
Reception in the healing garden 
at the Cancer Care Centre, 
with entertainment by the 
Lymphomaniacs -four musicians, 
all of whom have battled cancer.

“Those of us who have received 
cancer treatment... have a 
unique perspective of what this 
building means,” said Marlene 
MacPherson, Bradford resident 
and well-known author. When 
she was first diagnosed with 
cancer in 2008, MacPherson had 
to make the daily trek to Toronto 
for treatment - a stressful 
schedule that meant “I couldn’t 
be a Mom” to daughter Dakota, 
then only 3. 

The cancer has recurred, and 
she has had to resume her batde 
- but this time, MacPherson is 
receiving treatment close to home, 
at the Stronach Centre, which 
allows her to spend more time 
with her daughter, now 7. “I can’t 
tell you what this building means,” 
she said. 

Bob Mowers, founder of the 
Lymphomaniacs, was diagnosed 
with lymphocytic leukemia 
in 2009. “It was the staff that 
impressed me the most. This 
became my second home,” he 
said. “I'm not happy to have 
cancer, but because of you I have a 
wonderful place to come to.” 

For young Michael Teuma- 
Castelletti, what was originally 


thought to be a leg fracture turned 
out to be a tumour. He underwent 
29 rounds of radiation, and major 
surgery - but because of the 
Stronach Cancer Care Centre, he 
said, “I could stay home with my 
family and friends, which made 
my journey a lot easier.” 

Nicole Bontoft lives in Toronto, 
but chose to have her treatment at 
Southlake, after she was diagnosed 
with stage 1 breast cancer - because 
at Southlake, “No one every treated 
me as a statistic and a number.” 

“I have been treated with 
nothing but compassion and 
professionalism," agreed cancer 
patient Martin Cahais. 

And for Sarah Etheridge, Director 
of the Regional Cancer Program,

This weekend, the hamlet of Bond Head, located at the 
intersection of County Roads 88 and 27, celebrates a 
milestone: its 175th anniversary. 

Although the area was surveyed in 1819, and the first 
settlers cleared land within 5 years, it was in 1837 that 
postmaster Joel Robinson proposed the name “Bond 
Head” in honour of Lieutenant-Governor Sir Francis

Food Security during the War of 1812

It has been an informative and entertaining season for 
the Tecumseth & West Gwillimbury Historical Sodety, 
with information on the War of 1812-14 presented at the 
past 3 meetings. 

In May, Dorothy Duncan and Dennis Potter rounded 
out the information, by focussing on the domestic and 
agricultural side.Dorothy Duncan, food historian and 
author, outlined the foodstuffs that would have been 
available to the early settlers. By necessity, most foods 
were grown, or collected. Preserving the harvest for the 
winter was accomplished by drying fruits, storing root 
vegetables in sand or sawdust, and pickling, salting or 
smoking meats. 

The first tender greens of spring were welcome 
additions to the basic fare. Yeast from hops or potatoes 
leavened bread made with cornmeal or wheat; beating 
air into cake batter helped lighten the cake. Dried herbs 
added flavouring to dishes, and wild ginger and mint, 
considered digestive aids, were often served at the end 
of the meal. Recipes for cookies, especially those that 
were 'good keepers’ were considered most desirable. As a 
treat, Dorothy served up several samples. Simply stated, 
survival depended on food supplies, and their use. 

Agriculture - crops and livestock - were part of the 
equation. Dennis Potter, former head of gardens at Black 
Creek Pioneer Village, told how the early settlers cleared 
land, burned the trees for fertilizer, and planted basic 
crops. All this was accomplished with basic tools, such 
as axes and augers, clippers and seed drills, examples of 
which Potter demonstrated. 

Settlers either brought seed with them, traded or 
purchased. Corns, beans and squash were important 
crops adopted from the Natives. Herbs served as both 
flavourings and medicines. Food production was of 
paramount importance - not just to feed the settlers, but 
the troops waging war. 

The presentation provided food for thought, as well as 
the stomach. 

The season ended with a trip to the Stephen Leacock 
Musuem, and the 1849 church built by Black Loyalists on 
land given to them in Oro-Medonte, for their service in 
the war of 1812-14 - the perfect ending to a memorable 
series of meetings.
